DAYTON, O., Dec. 12.—The Douglas C ruiser, b uilt for the United 
S tates Air Service, is undergoing a thorough testing here in prepara­ 
tion for a flight around the world, tentatively scheduled for next June. 
The new airplane, capab le of carry ing $00 gallons of gas, thirty -five gal­ 
lons of w ater and fifty gallons of oil, w as flown here from S an ta Mon­ 
ica, Calif., b y L ieutenant E ric Nelson, shown here w ith the plane. 
It 
has a w ingspread of fifty feet and a cruising radius of 2500 m iles or 
more. Its speed ranges up to 175 miles an hour. 
Air service pathfinders are ab road just now seeking locations for 
supply b ases and ob taining perm ission for A m erican planes to fly over 
foreign countries. Thus far, reports received indicate successful negot­ 
iations w ith Greenland, Iceland and the countries of northern Europe.

Fish er said today . 
Dr. Fish er re­ 
gards th is monument as “one of

interesting 
ever 
un­ 
earth ed by arch aeologists.’’ 
“It was in a small inner room 
of a fortress buried beneath suc­ 
cessive lay ers of 
old 
fortresses 
and towns th at we discovered th is 
monument and anoth er of Seti,” 
said Dr. Fish er. 
“Th e Ramesis II 
stone is being brough t to th e mu­ 
seum h ere. 
“Ramesis h as written 
on 
th e 
stone th at h e h ad certain Semetic 
peoples build for h im stone cities 
on th e Nile delta. 
“Th ere is no doubt, but th at h e 
means th e 
ch ildren 
of 
Israel. 
Doubtless th e buried 
cities 
are 
th ose mentioned early in Genesis.” 
Th ousands of y ears

jurists w ill look w ise and draw big salaries, and 
take to the woods in a « crisis, as they did when M us­ 
solini snapped his fingers at them derisively as 
ltauan troops landed on the island of Corfu, after 
killing a score of inno'^nt non-com oalants, whose 
lives have never been i idem nified nor their ruined 
property paid for. The United S tates is not going 
into any such opera bouffe court as that, and the 
issue of the next Presidential cam paign is likely to 
be as decisive with reference to the world court as 
that of 19 20' was w ith reference to the league of 
nations, w hose offspring this court is. 


ELECTRICITY IS WINNER 


More important than any championship fight or 
wrestling match or golf game was a tug of war at 
Erie, Pa., the other day, between two locomotives, 
one driven by steam and the other by electricity. 
Each engine was the best of its kind and driven 
by an expert engineer. 
The steam engine, of the fa­ 
mous Mikado type, was coupled to the electric engine, 
called Mexicano because it was made for Mexican 
use, and the two giants each put forth all their power 
to drag the other backward. 
The electric locomotive won, pulling the steam loco­ 
motive over the line from a standing start and after­ 
wards doing the same thing after giving the steam 
giant a running start of 10 miles an hour. 
Moreover, 
the electric contestant did it all without noise or 
visible effort, while its opponent spurted steam and 
roared and shrieked. 
That contest probably symbolizes what is hap­ 
pening today on a big scale throughout the world. 
Electricity is displacing steam for motive power, just 
as the gas engine is displacing the horse. 
Eventually electricity may make the gas engine 
itself obsolete, though steam pressure or internal com­ 
bustion may long be necessary to turn the dynamos 
which produce the electric current.

An efficiency engineer finds that it takes 2,4 00,000 
toa-s of coal a year to provide the steam for locomo­ 
tive whistles. 
Why not use electric “ loudspeakers” 
for the whistles? 
They require little power, and the 
necessary current might be generated by the loco­ 
motive itself, as a by-product.
